ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE. 


The Convention at Central City 
doomed ıt expedient to nominate a 
candidate for delegate to Congress, 
and a Board of Commissioners to aid 
him ın his labors, and also candidates 
to the Legislature of Kansas and Ne- 
braska tor the following reasons. 

The census returns show a popula- 
tion within the limits of the contempla- 
ted Territory of Idaho of sixty thous- 
and inhabitants—a population almost 
enough to entitle this region to admis- 
sion into tbe Union as a Siate under 
the present appointment, and more 
than ether Oregon or C.lhfornia had 
wheu admit‘ed, 

We are not yet recognized by Con- 
gross as even a Territury—and noth- 
ing has yet been done for this people, 
except toyrantusa weekly mail, and 
that came grudgingly The few peo- 
ple resident in this region last year, 
desired to have a Territorial organiza- 
tion, and an election was held by the 
few hundred people the residents here, 
to select an avent or delegate from this 
people, to ask of Cungress such an or- 
yanization—and also to procure ap- 
propriate mail facilities for this re- 
gon The vlection was held in 1859, 
B. D Williams, and Dr Willing, both 
claiming to have been elected, the to- 
tal vote polled for both the candidates, 
beeing greatly in excess of the known 
populationat the date of election 

Both repaired to Washington and 
presented their certificates of election, 
of course neither was recognized as del- 
eyates, as they were not elected from 
an organized Territory—tbey both 
spent the winter at Washington, and 
both claims that whatever action Con- 
gress or the Post Office Department 
had in relation to the affairs of this 
Territory was through Avs influence 
and effort ‘The simple truth being 
that nothing was done, exoept and ap- 
propriation of 835 000 for establishing 
a mail route to‘ Pike's Peak” once a 


Mr. Williams represented at Wasb- 
ington, much more the interests of the 
Express Co, than he did the people of 
Idaho—certain 1t was, that none of the 
1mperafive wants of this people were 
met, and nething they asked for ob- 
tained 
The immense imigration of this sea- 
son, swelling the population to over 
sixty thousand people, and an influx 
of capital, amounting in all the varı- 
ous departments of business, to mil- 
lions of dollars, increased by an hun- 
dred fold the neceseity for govern- 
mental aid and protection, and it be- 
came a matter of the greatest impvr- 
tance that tbe interests and the wants 
of this people should be fully and ably 
represented, and pressed upon Con- 
gress and the National Administra- 
tion 
Under all these circumstances, it 
was felt that Mr Williams, the repre- 
sentative of a few hundred people res- 
ident here in 1859, should defer to 
the wishes and preferences of the 
thousands peophog this region in 
1860 It was thought that a man 
having no persunal ends to gain, but 
who had only the good of the people 
at heart, would cheerfully and prompt- 
ly have said to the people, “I make no 
claim to represent a people who bad 
no voice in electing me, I return to 
your hands the trust delegated to me, 
if the people now resident here desire 
my services, I will serve them if re- 
elected , if they prefer another man, I 
abide by their decision, and yield to 
the willof the people.’’ Such a course 
would have been manly and consis- 
tent But Mr Williams does no such 
magnanimous thing, but still clings 
with unmanly tenacity, toa position 
which be thinks he bas the power to 
occupy, even against the wishes of the 
people The same view is entertained

also, the appointment, by the Conven- 
tion, of five commissioners to aid the 
delegate to Congress ın his duties.— 
All this the Convention didin good 
faith, and have presented to the pubhe
